The pickets of the Anti-Tapanese 
Boycott Couunittee are just as ac- 
tive ag ever. Yesterday 26 large 
boxes of raw material for making 
matches. were taken from the 
godown of the Hop Chang Co. in 
Honam. In Canton proper on the 
same day huge ‘quantities of dry 
piesgooda, marine products, elee- 
tricar supplies ‘and other things 
were seizéd, all ‘of which were de- 
clardd by the raiding pickets to be 
goods of Japanese, origin. In con-' 
vergation with certain merchants 
our correspondent was:told.that it 
is now unsafe to carry goods from 
dealer’ to -vonsumers if such “goods 
Fresemble in the ‘least those of 
Sandesirable” origin, “to | say 
nothing of ‘the real Japanesd’ goods, 
The ubiquitous” pickets, on ‘the 
foe as no 
slightest suspicion | commandeer 
them and take them to'their Head- 
quarters.’ In theory if it can be 
proved'‘beyond a shadow of doubt 
that they are not’ Japanese in 
origin, they are given back to their 
} rightful owaer,, But such examina- 
tions are very tedious, “and pro-. 
ernstination is the .order of the 
day. Sometimes a ‘merchant, has 
to wait weeks before he can get a 
decision—and then the conclusion 
is-only likely’ to go one way. 


THE LAST REFUGE. * 


In “order to. evade, confiscation 
dealers in’ Japanese goods are tak- 
ing their 
leaving them there. But the 
pickets hive already learned’ of 
this and have put a stop to it. In 
8 circular” notification the pawn 
shop proprietors are warned not to 
tnke in any unregistered Japgnese 
woods, . Non-compliance will result 
in seizure and confiscation of the 
goods. in question.’ The Committee 
has already lodged a strong protest 
to ‘the Canton Chamber of Com-
